ers was centered upon all sorts 
of trivial matters and not at al! 
upon the Star Spangled Banner 
The law simply required a digni- 
fied presentation of the song a 
a whole and’ separate composi- 
tion, commanding the attention 
and respect of the people whe 
heard it. Its purpose was similar 
to that of the flag law which 
made it impossible for thought- 
less citizens or over-zealous ad- 
vertisers to desecrate the flag. The 
Star Spangled Banner isn’t rag- 
time and it should not be present- 
ed as such. But it can’t hold its 
deeper significance for us when 
it is played indiscriminately any 
place, any time and for any pur. 
pose. 

Perhaps an ordinance forcing 
a dignified presentation of this 
song is too severe for a democra- 
tie people. On the other hand. 
of we are too careless and 
thoughtless to protect our na- 
tional anthem it may be just as 
well to have an ordinance now 
and then that will remind us of 
the worth of patriotism and its 
expression in music. 


PAYING FOR THE WAR 


Why American consumers havi 
to pay exorbitant prices for meat 
is clearly shown in the New York 
World by the statistics of meat 
exports complied by the Nationa! 
City Bank. Not only did the ex- 
ports of meats of all kinds ris: 
from 455,000,000 pounds in 1914 
‘to 1,339,000,000 pounds last year. 
but fresh beef shipments during 
the same period jumped from 6,- 
409,000 pounds to 231,000,000 
pounds. Most of this was con 
signed to the belligerent coun. 
tries, Great Britian, France and 
Italy taking 214,000,000 pounds 
of American beef last year as 
against none at all in the year 
before the war. | 

In other terms, the United 


during the two years of the war 
twenty-nine times as much _ beef 
as in the two years immediately 
preceding the war, and this in 
the face of a decrease in the sup- 
ply of cattle and a decline of 
domestic imports of meat to less 
than half the amount for 1914 
Is there any wonder that the 
price of meat for home consump. 
tion is higher than at any time 
since the Civil war? 

American packers are feeding 
the armies of Europe, which must 
have meat at any price, and what 
they ‘pay for it under the stress 
of military necessity fixes the 
price for the consumer in New 
York and Chicago. The packers 
are now exhibiting the same so- 
licitude for the men on the fir- 
ing line that they exhibit at other 
times for the men in the shop and 
factory at home, and charging 
for their meat accordingly. No 
doubt the American publie is 
lucky to get any meat while sup- 
Plying Europe’s armies at war 
prices provides the packers with 
new opportunities of profit.
